This afternoon a-heavy rain is fall- 
ing and there are hundreds of Hindus 
who have no shelter under which to 
lie tonight. Meny have severe colds. 

Last night 159 stayed in one smal! 
house.. So closely were they packed 
that only a small fraction could le 
even on the ficeor. Another small board- 
ing-house carried 250 during the night. 
and there was not room for many of 
them to place their blankets on the 
floor and sleep. 

“Ranchers would not treat their cat- 
tle In the way the government and 
the people use the Hindus,” said In- 
terpreter Das this afternoon. “The 
treatment is inhuman. Many are rick 
now and may @le. We are trying to 
errange with the Cernadian Pacific 
Ratiway Company for the use of a 
wharf warehouse for tonight, which 
is fearfully cold for my countrymen. 
Yes, it ts true that thousands more 
Hindus are on their way to Vancou- 
ver.” 

BUNCOED BY CHINESE. 

The Dominion government today gave 
a ruling that the Victoria echool board 
je compelled to provide education for 
Chinese, even when every one knows 
‘| that the Chinese are using this attend- 
ance at school to evade the law. Can- 


ada charges a $500 head tax against | 


Chinese. but provision is made that in 
case the immigrant is a etudent and 
for eighteen months attends school 
after arriving he is entitled to receive 
a rebate of the total amount of the 


tax. 

The Victoria school board found that 
full-grown Chinese men were entering 
‘he country, becoming scholars in pub- 
lic being ucated free of 
charge, and then having presented to 
them the $500 tax at the end of eight- 
sen months. Immediately they received 
this money they became cannery work- 
men or domestic servants. Protest was 
made to the Dominion government, but 
the comptroller of Chinese for the Do- 
minion has wired instructions that of- 
ficially he must agree with what looks 
like a bunco game. 

While rioting is over for the mo- 
ment, the authorities are taking no 
ei ances in the arrival here of further 
sl ipments of Japanese. The steamer 
Voolich. due here in the morning, 
cannot obtain berthing privileges at 
any city wharf for fear of trouble. 
She will go to North Vancouver and 
there, away from mobs and riots, her 
hurnan cargo will be put ashore. She 
has seven or eight hundred direct from 
the land of the Mikado.

JAPS EASILY SATISFIED. 

Little Japanese is formujating her 
bill of damages today for the plate 
glass front smashed by 
Saturday night.

And so we need not be surprised if 
the recent gathering wag remarkable 
for bonhomie and general good fellow- 
ship. The university and city opened 
their arms wide to receive the 1500 
guests from every quarter of the globe, 
all speaking the same tongue. It was 
as if the Babel hoodoo had been benefi- 
cently removed, and men could meet as 
men once more, and not as mere na- 
tionals, fettered by artificia] bonds. At 
the opening meeting, the Mayor and 
Mayoress of Cambridge, in welcoming 
their guests, spoke in excellent Espe- 
ranto. 

The attitude of the London press 
was, on the whole, wonderfully re- 
spectful and favorable. The Daily Tel- 
egraph struck a diecordant note, sug- 
gesting that the cult of Esperanto 
merely retarded the coming acceptance 
of English as a universal language. 
But the fact is that twentieth century 
civilization does not seem to be tend- 
ing to the unification of language, but 
rather to the retention and resuscita- 
tion of historic tongues. Hungarian, 
Norse, Polish are far stronger today 
than they ever were. The remark is a 
just one, that Esperanto is not so much 
a language as a code.

culture and creed, It is the 
democratic spirit, which would culti- 
vate local and home aspira and 
traditions, that insists on the retention 
and development of home languages 
like Gaelic and Finnish.

\ this very insistence upon national and 


racial distinctions of language makes it 
more imperative that we should have 
a handy language code, fitted for all 
international purposes. The attempt 
to foist phonetic spelling of English 
upon our society seems doomed to 
failure. The fact is, that the indefinite- 
ness of English speech goes deeper 
than phongtics. Our whole vowel sys- 
tem is complicated and uncertain, and 
difficult to treat In any scientific way. 
Long before the necessary patching 
was done that would make Englich at 
all serviceable for a world language, 
educators and authors and business 
men would have risen in revolt against 
the tinkering. 

These tlementg appear then to be 
fatal to the tance of English or 
any other existing language as a gen- 
eral world language; first, the taint of 
political second, the 
presence of incongruities and scientific 
weaknesses that are too deeply rooted 
to be meddied with; and third, the 
su of society towards a 
crude of the language by foreign- 
ers. All these are got rid of by accept- 
ing a new language that is rather, as 
we have said, a code than a language, 
and does not meddle with what may 
be termed the sanctities of language.

Would Apply Provisions of State 
Law and Hand'e Forestation on the 
Same Lines as Street improvement. 
Power Companies Applying for 
Trimming Permite—Two Jobs. 


City Forester Harper deciared yes- 
terday, that he is in favor of the pro- 
posed legislation compelling al! resi- 
dence property owners to plant trees in 
front of their places, but he has doubt« 
8s to the ability of the city to maintain 
a blanket ordinance of this character. 

He believes the most practicable plan 
would be to proceed under the pro- 
Visions of a law enacted by the last 
State Legislature, whereby tree plant- 
ing on any one street may be author- 
ized by city ordinance, as in the case 
of street grading, or other street im- 
provement. If the work is done by the 
city, the expense then becomes a lien 
upon the property, and payable at the 
next taxpaying period.

trimming. The light and pewer com- 
panies are working in harmony with 
him, and there is a noticeable improve- 
ment in the condition of trees trimmed.

“Mr. Mansfield’s equipment for the 
work of an actor was exceptionally

His early environment 
as artistic, and his inherent aptitudes 
were such that maste many 
things and effectively touched many, 
others that rounded out an admirable 
perdonality for the stage. He was a 
futished musician, he had knowledge of 
various tongues, and in the language 
given to his vocation he was scholar- 
ly. Few actors of his time, or of any 
other time, enjoyed so many adorning 
advantages, and Mr. Mansfield so em- 
ployed his that even the vuncritical 
recognized the authoritative nature of 
his professional work. 

“It is not meet or timely here to 
measure Mr. Manefield’s stature as an 
actor. As true estimates always have 
been formed, there must pse a con- 
siderable period before his place among 
the more notable actors of his time 
It is enough to say that 
among the character actors of the 
higher type—actors dealing with char- 
acters of dominant personality yet of 
idiosyncratic and eccentric nature—Mr. 
Mansfield was in the front rank.

A favorite conveyance in Carlsbad especially adopted 
by wealthy women and by children, is the trim little 
donkey carriages. Every morning these may be seen 
standing in front of the fashionable hotels waiting for 
some one, and it is said that several of the donkeys are 
such favorites that they are engaged months ahead. 
The donkeys are sleek and well-kept, and the carriages 
very comfortable, and many invalids use them in going 
to and from the palatial bath houses and in riding over 
the picturesque roads outside of town. 

In their walks or drives the visitors are likely to see 
the Bohemian women on the roads coming in to town 
with big burden baskets or packs on their backs, filled 
with articles which they wish to sell in town. Some are 


bringing in great bundles containing the exquisite Cluny. 
laces which the peasants, both men and women, make 


during the winter months to sell to the tourists in the 
summer. Others bring in milk or vegetables, either on 
their backs or in small] wheeled carts. 

The shops of Carisbad offer an enticing array of costly 
and beautiful goois, for many of the leading firms of 
Vienna and Munich have branch establishments here. 
There are fine Cluny and Duchess laces, all sorts of gar- 
net jewelry, for Bohemia is noted for her garnets; gowns 
and wraps from the fashion centers of Europe, and 
much of the finest embroidery, for the peasants of this 
country do all kins of very fine needle work. 

Altogether Carisbad is a charming place, not only for 
those who come here for the waters, but for healthy, 
happy people who may here spend a delightful month 
or two during the summer season.

Stage-Coach Days. 


REMINISCENCES OF AN OLD-TIMER 
IN MISSOURI. 


From Kansas City Star. 


HE halcyon days of the hitherto—the era of steam- 
boat travel and overland journeys on public high- 
ways in the Middie West—seem to be returning. 

The suggestion of a graded public roadway extending 
from Kansas City to St. Louis, brings to memory the 
old stage road of early days, the busy thoroughfare 
where no grass grew beneath the feet of the sturdy 
steers or stanch teams of horses or mules which hauled 
thousands of tons of freight and many passengers over 
its picturesque course. 

It was said that Daniel Boone, that prince of pio- 
neers, blazed the trail of this old route. When a youth 
of 18 years he made the journey from Hamilton, O., to 
St. Louis in thirty days, with no companion on the 
lonely, perilous journey save his surefooted pony. After 
a few days’ rest in the village of St. Louis the brave 
boy resumed his westward journey, traveling, I was 
told by his compeers and kinsmen, very near the exact 
line of the main old stage highway of after years. 

It was asserted that Danie] Boone was the first white 
person to reach the site of Independence, Mo. 

We remember the project to build a national turnpike 
from Washington city to St. Louls at government ex- 
pense. It was surveyed along that entire course, but 
the scheme was abandoned after the roadbed was 
graded and macadamized as far as Indianapolis, because 
the States not directly interested or benefited protested 
against being taxed for its construction. To compen- 
sate Missouri for its supposed loss by the abandonment 
of the project the government. ceded to the State the 
sixteenth section of every township for school purposes. 

The traveler of the olden time had choice of two 
routes in crossing the State from east to west—one on 
the north side of the Missouri River, the other on the 
south side. The south road was most*traveled and most 
noted. 

The conveyances on the stage road were various and 
would seem curious at this day. Sturdy oxen plodded 
patiently along, drawing the heavy, bulky emigrant 
wagons, loaded with household effects, men, women and 
“oodles” of children: white-topped Conestoga wagons, 
hauled by powerful Pennsylvania teams with leather 
bands strung with tinkling bells about their shoulders; 
broad-wheeled Virginia wagons, the more pretentious 
Dearborn wagons; the light Carolina cert, to which was 
harnessed a single ox or sturdy horse: or the big Troy 
coach, pulled by four mettiesome steeds. 

The entrance of a stage coach into the villages along 
the line was an exciting event. Half a mile or more 
from town the driver began heralding the approach

Each time the welcome sound pealed forth women and 
children stood in the dooryards and men rushed to the 
halting place. The landlord at the tavern stood ready 
to receive the mail pouch and the travelers. There usu- 
ally was but one inn in the towns where the stage 
stopped for a change of horses and to allow passengers 
to get meals. 

A peculiar custom of the old-time tavern-keeper was 
that he always shook hands with every traveler who 
alighted from the coach. He was all smiles, and hospi- 
tality beamed from his welcoming countenance.

Col. Lewis of Saline county was another notable fig- 
ure among the old-time innkeepers.

He was a man of magnificent 
physique, rotund and rosy, jolly and warm-hearted. 
The colonel owned and operated the first systematized 
stage route in the State, and brought to Missouri the 
first Troy coach, that comfortable and handsome vehicle 
so familiar in the old days to travelers in the public 
highways. The first Troy coach made its initial trip 
in 1838 or 1839 from Col. Lewis's tavern, near the Teet- 
saw plains, in Saline county, to Independence, and ina 
it on this trip rode William McCoy, a pioneer merchant 
of Independence, and the town’s first Mayor. 


Another noted tavern on the stage road was in Lafay- 
ette county, kept by Mr. C. (I “das’ent” give the full 
name for fear the exceedingly “upity” descendants of 
that host would grow indignant because I divulged the 
fact that this forbear of theirs once kept a wayside inn.) 
This worthy landlord was noted for his inordinate curi- 
osity, and it was said of him that he showed especial 
favors to those of his patrons who evinced a willing- 
ness to gratify his morbid inquisitiveness. A story was 
told of him that on one occasion a one-armed army offi- 
cer, who had spent the night at this tavern, excited the 
host’s curiosity to fever heat. He was frantic to know 
how the soldier lost his arm, and ventured many hints 
in that direction. But the officer did not see fit to grat- 
ify him. At last, as the guest, having paid his bill, 
mounted his horse shook hands with the landlord and 
started off, the curious man could stand it no longer. 
He ran after the military man and, overtaking him, held 
toward him the money just received for the officer's 
board and lodging. 

“Colonel,” he shouted, “if you will tell me how you 
lost your, arm you needn't pay a cent for your enter- 
tainment.” 

“One other condition and I'll gratify your curiosity.” 
replied the “colonel,” “and that is, after I have told 
you, you wil] not ask me another question?” 

“Agreed,” said the host. , 

“Well, it was bitten off,” laconically answered the 
guest as he took the money and his departure. 

Every overland traveler on the well-known stage 
road in Western Missouri remembers Hambright’s tav- 
ern, about twenty miles from Independence. The inn 
was an old-fashioned, commodious farmhouse, set well 
back from the road. This old-time tavern was “many a 
time and oft” a veritable harem of rest to worn pil- 
grims and provided satisfactory solace for the inner 
man of the hungry stage-coach travelers. 

I have been in this inn when every available spot in 
the house was occupied by sojourners—women and chil- 
dren, merchants, politicians and travelers generally. 

From Hambright’s tavern by easy stages through 
shady wood or waving prairie, the coach reached In- 
dependence, “loveliest village of the plain.” The coach 
horses dashed to the door of the tavern apparently as 
lively as at the hour of starting. There hearty hospi- 
tality met the travelers. There “Uncle” Wood Noland 
gave a cheery greeting and hearty handshake to each 
guest as he clambered from the huge Troy coach. 

A few years later the stages completed the overland 
journey at Westport, where the Harris house gave 
ample and unexcelled entertainment to all sojourners 
in the then far West. N. M. HARRIS.

Toler and the train robbers. Pinkerton determined to 
rescue the men, and did succeed in getting two of the 
band out of town. The vigilantes, however, shot and 
killed Farrington and lynched Toler. 

Pinkerton was instrumental in running down the 
chief of the band who used dynamite on an express 
car on the St. Louis and San Francisco Railroad in 1891. 
He learned that Adelbert Sly, a former driver for the 
American Express Company, was living in Los Angeles 
under the name of Delabert Elys. Pinkerton arrested 
the man in the Los Angeles postoffice when he called 
for a letter which the detectives had addressed to him. 
After working on the man for several days Pinkerton 
secured a complete confession from Sly, who declared 
he had met the other members of the band while serv- 
ing a sentence in the Missouri penitentiary. 

Once He Was Fooled. 


“Bob” Pinkerton had perhaps the largest collection of 
threatening letters ever addressed to one man in this 
country. He saved many of the interesting ones and 
showed them to his friends. No matter how dire a fate 
the letters pictured he was never disturbed. Among 
others who threatened his life in letters was “Pat” 
Crowe, who became notorious as the kidnaper of Eddie 
Cudahy, son of the Omaha packer, for which crime he 
was acquitted, through some strange miscarriage of 
western justice. Crowe blamed the Pinkertons for his 
imprisonment for robbing a Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy train, near St. Joseph. He wrote from the Mis- 
souri State Prison, but like most of the. writers never 
followed up his threats. 

Possessing a keen sense of humor, “Bob” Pinkerton 
loved a joke, and did not hesitate to tell a story on 
himself. Shortly before he sailed for Europe he related 
this tale of a hoax played by four young men who were 
fellow-passengers on a train from Chicago. 

“My attention was attracted to the quartette in the 
smoking compartment of the Pullman,” said Mr. Pink- 
erton, “because three of them were carefully pouring 
the drinks which they took from a quart bottle into the 
cuspadore when the fourth was not looking. This 
fourth fellow had a great deal of valuable jewelry about 
his person, and was obviously very drunk. I watched 
their maneuvers quietly for some time.

The big French 
Canadian had been threatening to harm Pinkerton for 
having driven him off eastern tracks for some time, 
when he came across his man sitting at a table in the 
restaurant.

CATS’ STRANGE MISSION.

If the experiment is at all successful, more cats may 
follow. The Plague Commission in India proved last 
year that plague is spread by rat fleas. The cats will, 
it is hoped, gradually kill the rats, and thus eventually 
exterminate the chief medium by whe the bacillus is 
communicated from one being to anotfer. 
But it remains to be seen whether or not in killing 
the infected rats the cats will themselves get the plague, 
and one bacteriologist has given it as his opinion that 
the lability in this respect is very great.—[{London 
Mail.

1s FIGHTING UNDER WATER. 


By a S pecial Contributor. 


HE newly-created submarine artillery has most 

novel and picturesque functions to fulfill. It is or- 

ganized to fight under water, literally speaking, and 
the means it employs for defending the harbors and sea- 
port cities along our coasts are highly specialized, in- 
volving the application of three distinct sciences—op- 
tics, electricity, and the chemistry of high explosives. 

Though nominally a part of the coast artillery, which 
mans the forts along the seaboard, the submarine artil- 
lery is to all intents and purposes a separate organiza- 
tion. As established by Congress, it comprises a little 
less than 5000 enlisted men, split up into forty-four com- 
panies of 109 men each. It is officered by four colo- 
nels, five lieutenant-colonels, thirteen majors, fifty-six 
captains, and 103 lieutenants. 

The duty of this corps ie primarily to plant and oper- 
ate explosive nifines, and to protect them in time of war 
against attack by the enemy. In order to accomplish the 
latter task effectively, it is necessary to cover the mine 
fields from the shore with rapid-fire guns, and to watch 
them at night with the help of huge searchlights. 
Whence it comes about, quite naturally, that part of the 
business of this arm of the service consists in manag- 
ing the searchlights and manning the smal! guns in 
question. 

It should be understood that our coast fortresses, 
wherever located, are so placed as to command the chan- 
nels of entrance to harbors. No matter how formidable

The parti-colored varieties covering so wide a range it 
will hardly be possible to cover the subject all at one 
time; hence we will take the more popular sorts as they 
are known and bred in Southern California. 


Of these the American class is not only the best 
known, but there are possibly a larger number of varie- 
ties represented than in any other of the remaining 
classes claiming recognition in the standard. For in- 
stance, in Plymouth Rocks the standard recognizes only 
he Barred, though we have the Partridge and the Light 
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ered shanks and toes. The same remarks apply to the 
Columbians in comparison with the Light Brahmas. In 
the Silver-Penciled the ground color is silvery-white, 


with jet-black lacing: in the hen the whole body is 
marked in the same way. Cock head and neck are sil- 
very white, except that the neck hackle has a clear black 
stripe through the center of each feather; the saddle 
hackle marked in the same way: back and wing 
silvery white; tail feathers, coverts, thigh and fluff 
black. In the Golden Wyandotte the markings are 
same as in the Silvers, but the ground color is of a 
golden bay. In the Buff Laced the neck, saddle 
hackle feathers have a white stripe down the center, 
on the breast and thighs in the male each feather 
laced with well-defined white lines; under color and tail 
are white. 

The Rhode Island Reds are also of the American class, 
there being two varieties, the Single and Rose-Combed, 
They are a brilliant red throughout with the exception 
of tail and wing flights, which are black. There is a 
tendency to grain or mealiness in the plumage of this 
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— 
breed, which we are glad to learn is being carefully 
eliminated when in the hands of its best breeders. 

In Asiatics we have the Light and Dark Brahmas, 
Partridge and Cuckoo Cochins, Black-Red Malay, and 
Mottled Java. There is also the Aseel, which breeds 
to all colors, much like the Pit Games of our Southern 
States. 


The Light and Dark Brahmas and Partridge Cochins 
are the best known, both being a feature at nearly all 
Pacific Coast shows. In economic importance the for- 
mer seems in the lead—at any rate more people are 
breeding it. In the Lights the plumage is a silvery 
white, densely and sharply striped with black in the 
center of each feather on neck and hackles; primary 
feathers on wings are black or black edged with white; 
tail and tail coverts glossy black; other parts of the body 
white. In the Darks, head, beak, and shoulder coverts 
are white, as are wing bows; neck and saddle hackles 
white striped with black in center: breast, thighs, fluff, 
primary feathers, legs and leg feathering intense black. 
In hens each feather is penciled with » ‘ite upon a dark 
background. 

Bred true to color requirements, the Partridge Cochin 
is indeed a beautiful bird. The head is a dark-red or- 
ange, hackle orange or golden-red, with a black stripe in 
the center of each feather; breast, under parts, tail, leg 
feathers and parts of the wings are black; back, shoul- 
ders, coverts and wing bow are dark red. In the Cuckoo 
Cochin (but little known in the West) the ground color 
is a light bluish gray, each feather barred across with 
bands of darker gray or blue.

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SomE ACCOUNT OF THE ANCIENT 


PUEBLO oF Los ANGELES. 
By a Special Contributor. 

ERY little remains of the “ancient and honorable 

pueblo” af Los Angeles, of the good old days “be- 
fore the Americanos came,” and there are now 
only two standing that were built when the pueblo cen- 
tered around the plaza—not the present, but the old 
plaza. One of these was built when the broad banner 
of Spain floated from the staff in the center of the 
plaza, which has lost its own identity. This is the 
“Casa Adobe,” or “Casa Avila,” situated on the east 
side of Olivera street, which extends northward from 
the plaza. This is the oldest house in Los Angeles, and 
the only remaiaing “landmark” of the Spanish era—a 
connecting link between the past and the present. It is 
a one-story adobe, with a peaked shingle roof, and 
shingled gable ends—the shingles being “modern im- 
provements.” The whitewashed sides are splotched, 
with black stains, and the crumbling, red-dyed walls 
show the ravages of weather, and of time. On the pie- 
bald wall near the south end, in black letters, is painted 
in scraggy letters, “Casa Adobe.” Underneath is the 
‘invitation, “Restaurant.” But, the sign is misleading 
—the doors are barred. 

This is the historic casa of the wealthy and aristo- 
cratic Avilas, one of the Four Hundred of the Spanish 
pueblo days. It was a casa of romance and of revelry, 
the most pretentious in size and in architectural beauty. 
Its history is handed down as having prevailed against 
the “Flood of 1825,” when the raging Los Angeles River 
left its bed and backed wp, to Olivera street. It also has 
a historic interest as being the house of which Commo- 
dore Stockton took possession for his headquarters, 
upon the capture of the pueblo by the American forces. 
There was not a hotel in the “ancient and honorable 
pueblo,” and, while looking for a place to stop, the 
commodore saw an open door and entered. There was 
no one to receive him, and so he made himself at home. 
Upon the advance of the troops, the owner, widow 
Encarnacion Avila, hurriedly left, seeking refuge in 
the foothills, as did many other families. She charged a

—the old plaza, which is now covered by large houges. 
The plaza of those days began at the southeast corner 
of the present Upper Main (or San Fernando) street 
and Marchessault street, extended eastward to Belle- 
vue avenue; thence east to New High street: thence to 
the north line of Marchessault street, and thence to the 
point of beginning. It will thus be seen that this old 
casa fronted on the plaza, with Olivera street between. 
’ The corner of the old plaza joins the new near thi# 
point, opposite the church. The manner in which the 
old plaza was built over is peculiar: Pueblo lots were 
“dirt cheap,’ and when the first houses fel] down, which 
were mostly of poles, more substantial houses were 
built in front of them, and by this natural progression, 
the plaza was “jumped.” with the exception of the 
southeastern side, which belonged to the government, 
and where the church and the government house, jail 
and barracks were built. Tourists should remember 
this, and take their bearings accordingly. 


On the northeast corner of Los Angeles and Marches- 
sault streets, overlooking Chinatown, is a more pictur- 
esque ruin, but not as old. It fronted on Olivera street 
on the plaza, and on Los Angeles street. It was built 
in 1834 by Don Augustin Olivera, from whom the street 
took its name, and was known as the “Olivera Casa” 
became a rival in social functions to its neighbor, the 
“Avila Casa,” around the corner. In the rear of the 
casa was the garden. A few stunted fig trees remain 
in the neglected space where grew the rose and the or- 
ange. The walls of this old adobe, once white, are 
splotched with red paint, and black lines, caused by 
rains, course down the sides. The inner walis are damp 
and mouldy, and creased with grime. The “gran 
salon,” where niirth held high carnival, is strewn with 
rubbish, and the broken and moulding bits of furniture 
are evidence of the elegance that once reigned in the 
“palace.” An old broken guitar is a mute reminder of 
the sweet strains that often resounded in this now dis- 
mal salon, and of those who danced to the music in the 
long ago. The flat roof is bending beneath the 
weight of years, and the crumbling walls seem not in- 
clined to support it much longer. This relic of His- 
pano-Mexican days has passed through many vicissi- 
tudes since its abandonment as a residence by the aris- 
tocracy, and the encroachment of Chinatown. It was 
occupied, partly, as a Chinese “washee” house, also, as 
an opium den, and then as a hot-tamale factory with 
chili on the side. Years ago, it was a dance house, free 
for all |nations, and was a very warm place. 


In the “good old days” when revolutions were.one of 
the industries of Caliuornia, this casa was also noted as 
the headquarters of a “junta,” and many were the po- 
litical plots devised for the good of—the revolutionists. 
Don Augustin was prominent in all public affairs, and, 
besides, was very influential, being related to some of

Cornelia Avila. founder of the family, came 
to Los Angeles in 1783. He married Ysabel Urquides, 
who had a residence and garden on and near the site of 
the old Pico House, at the southwestern corner of the 
present plaza. His grandson, who built the Casa Avila, 
was alcaide of the pueblo in 1825, and was the grantee 
of the Cienega Rancho. José Maria Avila, brother of 
Francisco, was a revolutionist by profession, and in 
this casa plots and counter plots were discussed and 
formulated. It was locally known as the “Casa Revolu- 
tionary,” and some of the revolutionary meetings were 
held under the thin disguise of “bailes.” The impending

The Avilas then “pronounced” against 
the government. The “revolutionists.” under Don An- 
tonio Carillo, numbering about 200, met Gov. Victoria 
and his “army,” near San Fernando, in November, 1831. 
This army, commanded by the Governor, and Capt. Pa- 
checo, numbered only thirty “soldiers of Cortez.” 
Avila desired personal revenge upon the Governor, and 
challenged him to single combat—the affair of the cala- 
boose and the Governorship be decided upon the 
issue. Carillo desired the gubernatorial crown. The 
Governor did not accept the challenge, and then the 
knights adjusted their lances and charged. Capt. Pacheco 
and Avila rode toward each other at full tilt and passed 
before they could check their horses. Avila, however, 
turned the quicker and shot Pacheco in the back, kill- 
ing him instantly. Gov. Victoria then shot Avila, who, 
in turn, ran his lance through the Governor, who then 
fired again, Avila falling from his horse, dead. 

Capt. Pacheco was the father of ex-Congressman and 


ex-Gov. Romuldo Pacheco 
The wounded Gov. Victoria was taken to San Gabriel, 
where he resigned. He immediately returned to Mex- 
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the leading men of California. He was a nephew of 
Ignacio Coronel and a cousin of Don Antonio Coronel, 
who was “Secretary of War” in the “revolution” led 
by Flores at the time of the American conquest. Don 
Augustin’s wife, Concepcion Arguello, was a grand- 


daughter of Gov. José D. Arguello, and a daughter of . 


Santiago Arguello, which was not only an influential 
family, but was noted as being the largest in California 
—the children numbering twenty-two. Her mother was 
a daughter of Francisco Ortega, whose rancho in Santa 
Barbara county was plundered by Buchard's pirates in 
1818. Don Augustin was also a brother-in-law to Don 
Juan Bandini, member of the Mexican Congress, and a 
frequent vistor to the casa. 


Don Augustin Olivera, the builder of this casa, and 
whose name is preserved in loca] uistory in the street 
fronting this now magnificent ruin, came to the pueblo 
from the City of Mexico, in 1833. He held several offi- 
cial positions in the pueblo, represented California in 
the Mexican Congress, and was one of three commis- 
sioners who signed the treaty of peace at Cahuenga, 
after the capture of Los Angeles by the Americans. He 
was the first county judge after Los Angeles became a 
county, and later became a Presidential electof. He is 
no doubt remembered by the older residents, as he 
lived until 1874. J. M. SCANLAND. 


A CHRISTIAN SCIENCE CASE. 

Mrs. Travis was a passenger on one of the street 
ears of Fort Worth. Ejected from the car, she sued 
the company for heavy damages for “physical and men- 
tal suffering.” At the trial the attorneys for the rail- 
way company set up as a defense that Mrs. Travis was 
a disciple of Mary Baker Eddy, and had for years 
espoused the cause of Christian Science. Therefore, 
Christian Science denying the very existence of physical 
and mental suffering, it was impossible for the woman 
to sue on such grounds. This point was overruled by 
the judge of the lower court, and the jury returned a ver- 
dict for damages. The attorneys for the corporation 
then appealed to the Supreme Court of Texas, and this 
tribunal reversed the finding of the lower court, saying 
that if Mrs. Travis had such “control of her feelings, or 
thought she had, as to render her insensible to pain 
when she willed to be, we see no reason why that cir- 
cumstance should not have been considered by 
in determining the extent of her suffering and 
pensation to be made on account of it.” This certainly 
establishes an interesting precedent.

REPORT recently written by C. E. 

Covina, relating to the magnitude of 
fruit industry im the upper portion of the 
Valley, will not be dry reading at this 
follows: “The orange shipping season is nearly 
there being but about twenty-five cars of Valencias still 
in the orchards. This has been the most successful 
year's business known to the industry in this district. 
I have received from the books of the different associa- 
tions and the two exchanges in this district some fig- 
ures which will give some idea of the importance of 
citrus fruit growing. The A. C. G. Fruit Exchange, 
composing five associations (Azusa, Azusa Foothill, 
Glendora, Charter Oak and Latin,) have paid to their 
members in cash returns for their fruit within the past 
year in round numbers $1,060,000; the Covina Exchange, 
with its two associations at Covina, $560,000. Add 40 
per cent. to these sums for fruit sold by the independent 
shippers, $1,064,000, and we haye returns of $2,664,000 
from an area of about twentyour square miles. The 
‘greater part of the lemons produced upon this same 
area are handled through the San Dimas Lemon Asso- 
elation in the San Antonio Fruit Exchange, and I did 
not get the amounts paid the growers for these lemons, 
and they are not included in these figures.”

It is not unknown to all the older growers in South- 
ern California that every form and strength of caustic 
washes have been worked out to a finish here years ago, 
with varying degrees of success, but all finally aban- 
doned as worthless or inexpedient. Then the various 
forms of oil washes were tried with little more sficcess 


and all, at last giving way to the one great, dependable 


remedy, cyanide. In Florida, where gassing is not easily 
applied on account of the size of the trees this caustic 
wash may have merit as the next best remedy. But 
should the white fly break forth in one of our citrus 
centers the pest would be given cyanide dosage that 
would defoliate the trees, or at least deaden the leaves, 
and pot only destroy the fly but curtail the food supply 
of the next generation. The probability is that the fly 
would confine itself pretty closely to citrus trees here 
and indeed those are practically all the trees there are. 
This would make winter extermination possible. As a 
merely remedial measure the Florida people may do 
much good with their washes, yet spraying is certainly

seeds, or spores, from which the plant fs grown. It has 
been discovered that the spores of the mushroom can 
be induced to germinate when placed in contact with 
certain chemicals. In this way the grower secures a 
fine lot of spawn, which, when planted, produces an ex- 
cellent crop of mushrooms. 


The new method of securing spawn is entirely differ- 
ent. A test tube filled with gelatine and the chemical 
form of the germinating ground for the modern anti- 
septic mushroom. Spores of the mushroom placed in 
the test tube and kept at a proper temperature soon 
germinate and fii the tube with fine delicate white 
threads, the spawn of the mushroom. This chemically 
pure spawn, when placed in a manure pile that has been 
previously cleaned af all foreign substances, spreads 
rapidly through the pile, and, properly cultivated, pro- 
duces a crop of mushrooms superior in size and quality 
to any produced by the old method. 


So far the experiments have been confined to the 
common field mushroom, agaricus campestris. Cultures 
of the spawn and spores from this mushroom have been 
secured, and an indefinite quantity of pure spawn can 
be manufactured in the laboratories of the Missourt 
University. Cultures of other mushrooms, including a!! 
the leading varieties, will be made. and Dr. Duggar 
feels confident that the cultures will be as successful as 
were those of the more common and hardy variety. 
The new method makes the cultivation of poisonous 
mushrooms through mistake very unlikely. The spawn 
can be bought in as many varieties and of as pure a 
quality as seeds of other plants. 

Partly because of this discovery. the United States 
Bureau of Plant Industry has taken up the study of 
mushroom growing..and is endeavoring to make the 
mushroom an important food product of the United 
States, as it is already of France and other Buropean 
countries. The scientific study of mushrooms has ex- 
ploded many old, ignorant theories about this, to many. 
mysterious plant. Because the artificially grown mush- 
room is generally grown in the dark caves or cellars, it 
is popularly believed that it can be grown suctessfully 
only In the dark. Light and darkness, however, has no 
more effect on mushrooms than on wheat or corn. A 
reguiar temperature can be secured more easily in a 
cellar or cave than in any other place. and for that 
reason such places are generally utilized. This fragile 
plant can be grown In properly heated beds, and a va- 
riance of only a few degrees invariably kills the plant.—

BE GUDMUNSEN, a jeweler and goldsmith of Lehi, 

Utah, has invented a beet topper which will do the 
work of fifty boys or thirty Japs.

When Melons Are Ripe. 


USKMELONS or cantaloupes are at their best only 
when ripened in the natural way on good, healthy 
vines. I do not think a melon ripened any other way 
can be either wholesome or healthful, yet I presume a 
great many are eaten that are not ripemed that way. 
At least we see hundreds of crates in the markets ob- | 
viously picked green with stems hanging to them like | 
pigtails. A muskmelon picked with its stem attached , 
has not ripened properly and never will. 
A genuine ripe muskmelon is one that has left the | 
vine perfectly free from the stem, and it should leave at | 
the least pluck or pull A muskmelon picked in any 
other way is not ripe. 


We cannot tell a ripe watermelon until it is plugged 
or cut open. It is simply a matter of judgment. Even 
experienced growers are deceived sometimes, especially 
when they first begin to ripen. There are two or three 
signs to judge by when we expect them to be ripe. Some 
think that when the first cur! or tendril next the melon 
is dead is a good sign. Varieties differ in this respect. 
Others contend that when they crack with little pressure 
they are ripe. This is not a good process to use if the 

lons are to be shipped or kept a few days. 

The best sign is by the sound. If the melon, when 
tapped with thumb or hand, gives a dull thudlike sound, 
it is ripe.

I.aleo reject all tubers from every hill that 
is weak and gives a large number of smal! potatoes. I 
prefer to take my seed potatoes from the best yielding 
hills, such hills as give the largest bulk of fair-sized, not 
necessarily mammoth, potatoes.—/William H. Under- 
wood, Johnson Co., Il.

This advice also belongs to the man who can't eat 


fruit. When a man can't eat fruit, it shows, pot that 
there is anything the matter with the fruit, but that 
there is somehing the matter with the man. Here are 
some remarks on the subject by Dr. J. H. Kellogg, of 
Battle Creek, in Health Culture: 


“Indigestion sometimes results from the use of fruits 
in combination with a variety of other food substances; 
but fruits taken alon» constitute the best possible :nenu 
for the last meal of the day. The combination of fruit, 
suger, cream, bread, butter, cake and ple may wel! pro- 
duce bad dreams and a bad taste in the mouth in the 
morning. The use of fresh or stewed fruit alone with- 
out any addition whatever will produce no disturbance, 
and will leave no uppleasant effects behind to be re- 
gretted in the morning. Very acid fruits sometimes dis- 
agree with persons who have an excess of acid and those 
who are suffering from chronic inflammation of the 
stomach; but with these exceptions, there are almost no 
cases in which fruit may not be advantageously used. 


“The notion that acid fruits must be avoided by rheu- 
matics is another error which js based on inaccurate 
observations. The fact. is, rheumatics are greatly bene- 
fited by the use of fruit. At the same time they should 
abstain from flesh foods of all sorts, beef tea and animal 
broths, and all meat preparations, also tea and coffee, 
as well as alcohol and tobacco. It is, of course, possible 
for one to take an excess of acids, as one may take an 
excess of starch or any other food substance. Vegetable 
acids differ from mineral acids In the ¢dact that they do 
not accumulate Im the body, but are assimilated or util- 
ized In the same way as sugar and allied substances.” 

In regard to the last-mentioned inquiry, it is true, as 
the editor has said, that a great majority of the fruit one 
purchases fn the market is either unripe or overripe. On 
the other hand. cooking fruit deprives it of most of its 
beneficial qualities. This is especially true when it is 
mixed with sugar. Therefore, the best plan is to make 
the effort to get fruit that ts just ripe, and fresh, either 
by raising it yourself, or by getting it direct from some 
one who does. For those who cannot do this, select the 
best fruit you can find on the market. At any good fruit 
etore, you can usually pick out some fruit that har been 
allowed to become nearly ripe on the tree, or bush, and 
has not become stale.

White Bread. 


ROM time to time some notoriety secker, like Dr. 

Woods Hutchinson, comes out in defense of white 
bread. By the way, Dr. Hutchinson's article in Septem- 
ber McClure’s will receive attention here, in a few weeks. 

A paper on the subject of bread was recently read be- 
fore the National Science Association of Toronto Unl- 
versity, by the chemist of the Provincial Board of 
Health. He declared that white bread is more nearly a 
ration, and will maintain health longer than any other 
single food: and that brown breads are inferior to white 
bread, because they contain much less valuable nutri- 
ment, weight dor weight, than it does, and he cited a 
case In which a student was fed on bread made from pat- 
ent flour and milk for a space of two days, gaining two 
pounds in weight in that time. Actually lived on bread 
and milk for forty-eight hours. Just think of it! Is it 
not wonderful? Next, we shall hear of somebody who 
managed to keep alive and gain weight for a whole week 
on nothing but milk. 

It should be unnecessary to attempt to refute such er- 
roneous and foolish arguments ag these. Do these peo- 
ple think that they can improve on nature? White 
bread is an emasculated food—a _ starvation food It 
starves the nerves, and among other ilis leads to con- 
stipation. White flour contains only 5.70 parts of min- 
eral matter in a thousand parts of waterdree material, 
as compared with 23.10 parts in the whole wheat. 

It is true that the bran acts as an Irritant to inflamed 
Stomachs and bowels. On the other band, when a per- 
son is in a normal condition, it acts as a brush, favoring 
natural motions of the bowels. It is also claimed by Dr. 


Haig that the bran contains a smal! amount of xanthin, |, 


equivalent to uric acid. You may omit the bran, and 
still get the salts, which le just underneath that outer 
covering, by using “seconds” or “middlings” flour. 
all things considered, ts perhaps the best kind of flour to 
use, as you can keep the bowels in good condition by 
eating freely of fruits, salads and vegetables. 

Here is another reason why bread made of white flour 
is harmful: 

“The use of nitric acid fumes for the whitening of 
flour is under investigation by the National Bureau of 
Chemistry to determine, so far as possible, the effect of 
such bleaching on the health of consumers. The prelim!- 
nary inquirtes show that the effect of the fumes fs to 
change the natural of] of the grain into a chemical 
substance which cannot be classed as a food. They diso 
produce important changes in the glutinous contents of 
the flour, giving it a less digestible quality. The worst 
feature of the whitening process is that it renders pos- 
sible adulterations and tends to conceal inferiority, in- 
asmuch as consumers are habitually guided to some ex- 
tent In thelr choice of flours by the color of the product.

Disregarding the warnings of his friends, he decided on 
a prolonged fast, so as to absorb the cancerous growth, 
as Dr. Dewey has shown can be done. He fasted abso- 
lutely forty-five days, losing twenty-eight pounds. He 
experienced no hunger after the first few days, carrying 
on his regular business, and in addition to doing car- 
pentering and gardening work around the house. He 
said he had never begun to realize what real jubilant 
health was, until he undertook this fast. As a further 
result, the cancerous growth almost entirely disappeared. 
He thinks that, if he had extended the fast another week 
or ten days, it would have disappeared altogether. In 
order to dispose of what remains of the growth, he has 
been taking a poultice treatment in Los Angeles. 

In consequence of Mr. Roskruge’s experience, there has 
been quite a boom in fasting in Tucson, and the restau- 
rant people are beginning to complain. There is also, 
Mr. Roskruge says, a widespread demand there for the 
Sunday Times Magazine, containing the Care of the Body 
depart ment.

Healthy, 
robust persons wil! resist and throw diseases off, but 
those less vigorous may be successfully attacked fron 
the clean linen just from the laundry. 

“Is my theory wholly untenable?” 
What this correspondent says is worthy of considera. 
tion. Again. soap should be used quite moderately, on 
tae flesh, and then, strong, coarse soaps should be 
avoided, among the best being a pure castile soap, an 
olive-oil soap, or an antiseptic soap. 

There is another point to be considered, in regard to 
soap, namely, the danger of infection from using soap 
that has been handled by dirty people, or people who 
perhaps have some ekin disease. By actual contact, in 
this way, if there is any open surface on the hands, one 
may easily become infected To avoid this, there have 
been introduced and should become more general, in 
public lavatories, patented contrivances, which let out a 
small amount of soap powder.
